Life’s Passions: 

It was in Washington, D. C., just 
a few months before he went back 
to Paris. He had come to this coun- 
try. to encourage aviation, which 
was the passion of his life. 

In connection with this purppse 
we made a miotion picture called 
“The Sky Raider,” and Capt. 
Nungesser toured the United States 
with two of his war planes under 
-the auspices of the National Aero- 
‘nautical Society. 

“When the picture opened in Wash- 
ington, the captain re-enacted a 
battle in the sky over ese 
monument. - 


Clouds Lowered 


It was a dull day and therefore 
“impossible to fly at great height. 
There was a little group beside the 
plane, which included Commandant 
Georges Thenault, militare attache 


for aviation upon the staff of the 


French ambassador. 

On the previous evening we had 
dined with Commandant Thenault 
and Count Jacques. de Sieyes de 
Veynes. Both had been members 
-of the Nungesser squadron during 
the war, and Count de Sieyes is 
himself a famous hero of France. 

I remember Commandant The- 
nault looking rather askance at the 
lowering sky but the captain glanced 
at his watch. He knew the park 
‘around Washington Monument and 
the streets of Washington were 
crowded with thousands of people 
craning their necks to see him. 

Capt. Nungesser turned- back to 
me, grinned in the modest little way 
he has, and said:— 

“They are expecting Nungesser 
and Nungesser will go.” | 

He stepped lightly into the cockpit 
of the swift Henriot pursuit plane. 
His face looked especially white, 
especially against the dead black 
leather hood that covered his head. 
It seemed almost like a death hood, 
emphasized by the ruff of fur which 
framed the face and showed at the 
throat. 

“Contact,” came in his clear voice 
from the cockpit, and Sergt. Catelin 
put his whole weight in one. quick 
down pull on the propeller blade. 


Roars Into Sky 


There was a sputtering roar and 
two of the Bolling Field mechanics 
pulled the blocks from under the 
wheels; the War Bird went up at 
an angle steep enough to stall any 
other plane and any other pilot. 

Lieut. Wiess went up in the Potez 
plane a moment later and as the 
second hand went around to the 
stroke of the hour Lieut. Wiess

dipped over Washington Monument. 
and “attacked” his captain. 

Tt was thrilling to the last desd: 
gree. A dozen times the Nungesser 
plane zoomed into line so that its 
machine gun could have raked his 
opponent from stem to stern, and 
then at the end of the “battle” the 
lieutenant’s plane -went into a long 
tail spin to earth. 


But there was another sound 
which added realism to the watch- 
ers. In the last deadly rush. of the 
Nungesser plane something cracked 
and a sharp sound of an explosion 
was heard by the watchers on Boll- 
ing Field below. 


A moment later the sun glinted 
on a propeller that had stopped and 
army flyers turned, white-faced, to 
ohne another. 


Aide Is Calm 
“The engine is dead!” cried the 
mechanician sergeant. 
All stood breathless while the 
captain’ s plane went into a dizzy 
tail spin and headed straight for 


earth. 
But of all that canal I think 


Nungesser’s sergeant was most calm, | § 


for he had seen his captain bring 


down many a plane over the battle | 


line, sometimes with half a wing 
hanging limp. 


When it seemed that in another ` 


instant the captain would crash into 
the treetops, the plane straightened 
out into a long, sloping glide and 
he landed just at the edge of the 
field, a full mile from Washington 
Monument! 

One of. the air mail flyers 
shrugged. “It’s as near a miracle 
as I ever saw,” he said. 


Engine Wrecked 


For my own part I knew that it 
was not a miracle—it was Nunges- 
ser. 

A connecting rod had broken and 
one of the cylinder heads gave way 
and the piston tore its way through 
to the engine casing so that the

Mme. -Dé clothes, furs and 
rere blankets cannot be 
put off any longer, we housekeepers 
almost envy the family dog or cat, 
the coats of which give them no more 
trouble in summer than in winter 
and for which the mothball and 
cedar chest mean not one thing. 
, the work must be done. We 
put our shoulders to the wheel 

and get busy. 

First of all, closets should be 
scrubbed with hot water and good 
soap and dried. Closets or old 
trunks can be painted with a paint 
made thin with turpentine. Moths 
are affected by the odor of turpen- 
tine. Odors emanating from moth 
balls, camphor or cedar shavings are 
also irritating and help to keep the 
moths away, but have no killing ef- 
fect. Cedar chests or cedar-lined 
rooms are of no avail if the moth 
eggs have been deposited on clothes 
stored in them. It is, therefore, very 
important that all clothes or blan- 
kets be thoroughly cleaned, sunned 
and aired before storing. Every gar- 
ment should be hung out in the sun

deadly foes of moths. 

After brushing and airing thor- 
oughly, woolen garments or blan- 
kets should be cleaned of all spots 
of grease or oil with benzine. Sat- 
urate a cloth with benzine and rub 
spot until it disappears. If a ring 
of benzine remains, wet spot again 
with benzine, sprinkle with table 
salt. and rub until ring is gone. 
Hang in the air until the odor evap- 
orates. The new method of spray- 
ing with moth: prevention prepara- 
tions is very valuable. ‘ 

Blankets, woolen underclothing or 
other flat garments can be neatly 
folded, without danger of making 
unsightly creases, and packed in 
boxes or trunks if cedar chests are 
not available. Outer garments 
should be hung on hangers in the 
tar paper bags that come for that 
purpose. ‘These bags come in all 
sizes and shapes. Sheets of tar 
paper, large enough to fold around 
packages containing clothing or 
blankets can: also be bought. The 
folds of all packages should be pro- 
tected by strips of paper pasted over 
the joinings. Newspaper can also 
be used as wrappings. Use two or 


three layers to make sure that all 


cracks are covered, thus making the 
inside of the package moth proof. 

If you are at all- uncertain about 
the safety of any stored garment, 
take it out of storage in the middle 
of summer, air and sun it and return 
it to storage again. 

It is a good idea to label all pack- 
ages, for it saves time to get the 
article out of storage which is need- 
ed first. 3 !

They'll Be Squawking Very Soon 
dak New. York state boxing commish has one ruling on the books 
which will shortly come in for a large share of discussion. 

It is the ruling which prevents the champion of one class 
from fighting in the class‘above him. 

The rule was designed for excellent reasons. 

The commish felt that a champion in one class, if so inclined, 
could flee to the protection of another division, where his title 
would not be at stake, rather than face the worthiest contenders 
in his own bailiwick. 

When Mike McTigue was matched to fight Tom Heeney, the 
New Zealander, in the opening show of the Coney Island Club, 
the first faint rumbles were heard. 

“Why is it that McTigue can go out of his class and fight 
Heeney 2?” queried the fight fans, recalling that Delaney was barred 
from fighting Paulino. 

The rule, as phrased on the books, specifically states that only 
a champion of a division is barred from engaging men in the class 
above him. It does not apply to those fighters who hold no title. 

To the fight fans, always suspicious of Jimmy Johnston’s in- 


fluence or alleged influence, it appears that a joker was purposely 


left in the boxing code to cover this emergency. 

Actually nothing of the sort was intended. 

However, you'll never convince boxing fans that. Johnston is 
not getting a particular break here. —

Has Plenty of Gas 


Byrd declared Lindbergh had gas 
enough to carry him for five hours 
more than the time he estimated it 
would take him to get to Paris. 

Lieut. Noville, another member of 
the America’s crew, also praised the 
skill with which the lone pilot 
hopped off. Just before Lucky gave 
his little ship the gun a mechanic 
who had worked on it throughout 
the night stepped up to bid him 
good-by. The pilot shook hands 
with his aid, and as the plane gath- 
ered speed down the runway the 
mechanic put his hands to his 
greasy face and wept like a baby. 


St. Louis Man Pleased 


But of the big crowd, none was 
better pleased or more enthusiastic 
over the auspicious start than C. J. 
Stumpf, representing the St. Louis 
Chamber of Commerce, which is 
sponsoring the flight. Previously 
he had denied that Lindbergh had 
gone back stage at last night’s per- 
formance of Rilo Rita. 

“He might have,’ Stumpf said 
laughingly, “if he hadn’t read the 
weather reports first.”
